Strict adherence to the 
rule might cause embarrassment for a 
season or two tor those classes unathleti- 
oally inclined, hut m the end the sports 
would probably vanish altogether or, 
which is more probable, they would bc- 
c,,me o Mtstdi ralily sti < ngtheiu d. T< > make 
a team, even as a stth. would be a worthy 
achievement rather than signifying as it 
does in many cases today being one of 
those people who let themselves get 
dragged into something. An ironic fact 
about the whole situation is that among 
the scattering of students who view the 
game sit a great many girls who are the 
true athletes, hut sit, without their class 
standing, on the sidelines. <>t course, we 
can't make heroines util ,,| those uu- 
I, M't iiiiates.

Audience Giv«*n Suggestions 
For Attending Da nee Reeital 

"Tile Modern Dance" was the subject of 
■1 brief talk on the Hollins radio program 
last Monday by Miss Dorothy White, in 
'tructor m phv'ical education and sponsor 
of Orchesis. the college dance organiza¬ 
tion. The program was chosen in view 
of the Humphrey-Wcidman recital to¬ 
night. 

I11 her talk Miss White gave a brief 
historical sketch tracing the decline of the 
dance from the tine art which the Greek' 
made it through tile sensual theatrical ex¬ 
pressions of the Romans down to its com¬ 
plete abnegation with the C hristians, who 
despised the things of the body as a detri¬ 
ment to the development of the soul. Then 
about 1 ‘XK). said Miss White, there was a 
revival of the Greek conception tif the 
dance—abstract movement based on nat¬ 
ural rhythms. (Juoting John Martin's 
.hnriira Punciiiii, she characterized 
modern American dance by its sexlessness, 
it' disdain of mere pulchritude, its aesthe¬ 
ticism, and its physical nature, meaning it' 
effort to achieve strong, pure movement. 

In preparation for the recital tonight, 
Miss \\ bite closed her talk with Martin's 
suggestions to the audience : 1 . Do not ex¬ 
pect anything that can he literally trans¬ 
lated into words. Allow the performance 
to create an impression which has inex¬ 
pressible personal significance for von. 
2 . See dancing as an art in itself, not as a 
subsidiary art to music. 3 . Leave your in¬ 
tellect at home. Let your muscles, through 
your kinesthetic sense, do whatever react¬ 
ing the program excites.
